This letter and similar letters to ail 
the leagues of the state were sent from 
the league 
headquarters 
in 
Indianap- 
olis yesterday, signed by Mrs. Julia C. 
Henderson, 
the state 
secretary. 
The 
communication follows: 


"In -view of the fact that a recent ac- 
tion of the board has had ah extended 
and unauthorized publicity, the execu- 
tive committee feels that an authentic 
explanation of the whole matter should 
no longer be delayed and instructs mo 
to send you the following: 


"By what authority the papers of the 
state link up the Indiana Federation of 
Clubs election to the request for the 
resignation of Mrs. S. C. Stimson from 
the state board of the Woman's Fran- 
chise League can only be imagined. The 
result of the federation election is not 
the issue. 
The placing of Mrs. Clark 
Fairbank, who is a suffragist, in- the 
presidency of the Indiana Federation of 
Clubs and now receiving the support of 
the suffr.\ge leaders, has nothing what- 
ever to do with the case. 
Had 
Mrs. 
Lewis J. Cox, one of the league's vice 
presidents, been elected, the board would 
have taken the same action. 


Mrs, Stimson is Rapped. 


"Mrs. Stimson's reprehensible 
meth- 
ods, her absolute 
disregard of all the 
principles and 
ideals 
for 
which the 
league members stand, her disloyalty to 
the board and the harm she has brought 
to the cause of suffrage in Indiana are 
the charges brought against her. 


"It is true that Mrs. Stimson's 
first 
offense as a board member was her ma- 
licious attack upon Mrs. Cox. 
In this 
attack, slander, abuse and calumny were 
used and the cause 
of 
justice, truth 
and womanhood 
were 
outraged. 
JSTot 
satisfied with this procedure, she carried 
the action of the board on this matter 
to 
the 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Church Federation of Indianapolis, thus 
attempting to be sustained in her at- 
tack. 


"Her disloyalty and unfaithfulness to 
tlip trust placed in her as a member of 
tlie board is further shown by her con- 
stant activity in attempting to throw

Federation of Clubs, and by her threat 
to an officer of the league 'that 
she 
rould see to it that the league dele-

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The Busy 
Check-Writer 


Newspaper readers minrt have been stinick recently by the 
prevalence of reports of the operations of that sort of individual 
which undertakes to either get rich quickly or to cut a social figure 
by the issuing of checks against which there is no substantial basis 
of cash on deposit. The latest case in point is that of a young archi- 
tect at Indianapolis, whose penchant was the purchase of automo- 
biles. Within a few daj^s he negotiated the ownership of at least 
lour cars, and is now locked up on a charge of having passed bogus 
checks aggregating something like $5,000 in purchasing his squadron 
of motor cars. 


The fact that the young man has come to grief is really the im- 
pressive feature of the case, for it is the almost inevitable result of 
illegal dal]}dng with the check-book. They always get caught. It is 
comparatively easy, experience shows, to secure a check book. It is 
easy to open an account at a banking institution. All goes well, too, 
so long as funds are on hand to meet the cheeks Avhen they arrive, j 
The diiiiculty does not begin until the mark is overstepped, and when 
it does begin, it is invariablj^ serious. The banking laws everywhere 
are stringent. In Indiana, for instance, it is a penal offense to issue 
a check without funds on deposit to protect it, and the instances in 
which it is possible to finally escape Ihe penalty for violation of the 
law arc so rare as to be almost negligible. 


Unfortuuately there is a class of individuals who either fail to 
appreciate this fact or are simply unable to resist the temptation to 
indulge in the impressive flash of writing worthless checks. It some- 
how seems to indieate a substantiality t^iat is often the thinnest sort 
of air, and it may put the check-writer in the-realm of afflueence for 
a brief day, but the glow never endures. The bubble soon explodes. 
The man who hopes to harvest wealth by tiie utterance of fraudu- 
lent checks is simply taking about the most direct route to the peni- 
xtentiary that has yet been devised by the legal code of the state, and 
a good many of them seem to be headed in that direction just now.

Frances \V. Munds, five feet tall, red- 
haired, smiling and quick-witted, is one 
of the three women in the United States 
wearing the honor of election to a seat 
in the upper house of a state legisla- 
ture. 


She is the first and only woman in 
Arizona who has held a state office since 
suffrage was granted. 


"Tlie women elected me with a won- 
'derful support," Sen. Mund told me, 
afi she curled up on a couch in her sunny 
room for a half hour's chat.

Berlin, Oct. 30.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—^For the purpose 
of facilitating the transmission of news 
from Germany 
to 
the 
neutral outer 
world, the German general staff has es- 
tablished a "Neutral War Ptess Head- 
quarters," through which 31 recognizèd 
and accredited correspondents in future 
will operate. 


The new news bureau came into exis- 
tence during the last days of October. 
Such members of the general staff who 
have in the past been handling the ma- 
terial of foreign correspondents—censors, 
officers, 
etc.—^now form its personnel, 
and are quartered in a building at Luis- 
enstrasse 31A, a few blocks away from 
the general staff building. 


Three times a week it meets, that is 


tc say. Major G 
confers with the 


correspondents, explains the reports of 
the general staff, and gives out such 
items of news as are available. 
In ad- 
dition there is issued daily, a composium 
of the foreign news which concerns Ger- 
many and the war. 


Care has been taken to include in the 
conferences only newspapermen who rep- 
resent established and recognized papers, 
and, in the main, men who are perman- 
ently assigned to Berlin, The represen- 
tatives of American news associations, 
the special correspondents 
of 
various 
American papers, as well as a number 
of Swedish, Dutch, Bumanian, Spanish, 
Greek and Argentinean newspapermen, 
are included in the list. 


The censors in the neutral press head- 
quarters assume jurisdiction over all dis- 
patches of a military nature, and all 
trips to the frortt are to be arranged 
through the new 
department. 
Unlike 
the censorship arrangements 
in 
many 
spondents are kept exactly informed of 
other countries, in this case the corre- 
the "fate" of their "stories." Two extra 
copies of everything written must be 
submitted to the neutral press headquar- 
ters censor. One of these he retains for 
reference. 
The other eventually is re- 
turned to the writer, with annotations 
showing just what changes, if any, have 
been made in his copy. 


To the end that an exact control may 
be exercised over the various newspaper- 
men, they have been asked to sign an 
agreement which is equipped with 
a 
photograph of the writer. 
A duplicate 
of this picture is kept on file so as to 
make it impossible for any unauthorized 
person to represent himself falsely as 
t'he correspondent 
of 
any 
paper. 
A 
coimtersigned agreement, also equipped 
with a photograph, serves identification 
purposes. 


Tlie agreement includes the stipula- 
tion that the reporter will transmit in- 
formation secured by him through the 
press headquarters only to the news- 
paper or newspapers 
which he repre- 
sents; that he will submit what he 
writes to the censor; that he will see to 
it tliat his paper or papers do not mis- 
represent the contents of his articles by 
means of false or misleading headlines 
additions or omissions, and that he will 
furnish headquarters with two copies of 
tlie paper or papers which print what 
he has writtén. 


It also stipulates that the newspaper- 
man shall publish no pictures without 
the permission of the censor, and that 
he shall in addition turn in two extra 
copies for the files. On trips to the front 
the direction of officers in charge is to 
be followed unquestionably. 
The corre- 
spondents must promise that they will 
not leave (.icrmany before the end of 
the war, except with the express per- 
mission of the press headquarters. This 
last stipulation, it is pointed out, is not 
intended t<i restrict any man from going 
home, if occasion requires, or from mak- 
ing a journey to a neutral country, but 
merely to prevent him from doing what 
a few correspondents have done during 
the war—travelin,í:í on the strength of a 
passport from a neutral country from 
one battlefront to anotlier, on opposite 
sides of the struggle.

Labor Federation Conven- 
tion Comes to Close in 
a Tumult. 


GOMPERS VICTOR IN 
THE FINAL OUTCOME 


Declares He Will Not Trust 
the Fate of Labor to 
Politics. 


San Francisco, Nov. 23.—^A resolution 
endorsing legislative methods in obtain- 
ing a univensal eight-hour law was de- 
feated by a vote of 8,846 to 6,396 at the 
final session of the thirty-fifth, annual 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor after a heated debate between 
President Compers and John Fitzpat- 
rick, president of the Illinois State Fed- 
eration of Labor. 
The convention then 
went on record in favor of economic 
pressure only to obtain shorter hours. 


The final sp.ssion of the labor dele- 
gates was the stormiest of the conven- 
tion and did not adjourn until early to- 
day. 


Gompers Accuses Socialists. 


The vote on the eight-hour discussion 
was a victorj' for President Gompers, 
who in an im})assioned speech declared 
that the socialist party was behind the 
attempt to force the federation to en- 
dorse the proposed eight-hour day legis- 
lation. 
"Power is gravitating from the 
ballot box to the industrial field," said 
Gompers. 
"That gravitation will go on. 
r will not trust the fate of labor to poli- 
ties. 
I want congress to give us only 
our freedom to light out on an economic 
basis our , battle.s, freedom to achieve. 
I want tlie travail of sacrifi*'e and the 
tear.s of our women if nt"oe«.-»ary upon 
which to build Inbor's ecoiioniic free- 
dom." 


After the vote was taken Kit/.palrick 
stated thai the artion of the rnnvention 
alTerted only 2,0(10.000 organized work- 
ers. Tills brought al)ou< aii aerimoiiious

Fitzpat rick's 
anger 
was 
increased 
through misunderstanding a word used 
by Gompers. 
Gompers said to Fitzpat- 
rick and Delegate Barnes: 
"Between 
you two it looks like a case of a divin- 
ity which shapes our ends." 
Fitzpatrick 
thought he said "aflinity." The conven- 
tion went on record in favor of an Amer- 
ican merchant marine and refused to 
take favorable cognizance of naval in- 
creases. In accordance with action taken 
at a previous session a committee was 
appointed to survey the problem of un- 
employment and vagrancy in the United 
State.s. 


What Was Accomplished. 


The convention was one in the three 
of the thirty-five years of the fcdera 
tion's hi.story to pass into the 
third 
week. 
The sessions were j.rolonged by 
several jurisdictional disputes. 
Action 
taken included the following: The sub- 
ject of military prejjaredness was de- 
bated at length and a resolution pro- 
testing against military propaganda in 
the public scliools was voted down. A 
resolution was adopted opposing a larg^:! 
standing army, but 
tavoring a small 
one t o ' be supplemented by a citizen 
soldiery ••(lemocraticaII\' organized and 
controlliHi." 
The 
federation Avent on 
record in favor of the .-seamen's bill. 


An eight hour day for all govern- 
ment employes and better pay for post- 
ollice clerks' was endorsed. Other reso- 
lutions were as 
follows:

urging

bury hatters; favoring the introduction

proposed 
refejendum elec- 
tion of officers of the federation was 
rejected. • President 
Gompers and all 
other officers of the federation were 
elected.

general belief 
seems to be, however 
that Greece, standing as she does be- 
tween two great dangers, will persist in 
the middle course of safety and refrain 
as far as possible from taking a definite 
.stand either for the entente or the cen- 
tral powers. An Athons dispatch to the 
Frankfurter 
Zeitung. 
filed 
Saturday 
declaring Grcoce had announced her in- 
tention of disarming and interning Ser- 
biahe crossing the frontier, is thus tar 
unconfirmed and 
apparently 
incorrect 
It is believed on the contrary, in cer- 
tain well informed quarters, that such 
bands of Serbs, if ihcy do not volun- 
tarily abandon the light, may be shown 
the quickest and shortest way through 
Greek territory to Albania, whore they 
tan continue the struggle at tlicir own 
risk without international complications 
No desire exists here to convert Greek 
territory into a field of operations by 
following up any advantage over th 
Serbs or the allies, if it can be possib- 
ly avoided. 
The same feeling prevails 
at Vienna, so far as can be learned. The 
chief anxiety manifested here is lest 
the Bulgarians, if they score fjirther 
successes against the Serbs or the al- 
lies in the vicinity of the Greek fron- 
tier, may impetxiously pursue their an- 
tagonists into Hellenic territory, thus 
complicating the situation. 
The exact 
status of 
Graeco-Bulgarian 
relations 
cannot be learned, but persistent re- 
ports continue that the two states un- 
derstand each other informally regard- 
ing the absence 
of 
aggressive plans 
against Greece or any intention to an- 
nex that part of Macédonia, where the 
presence of the Bulgar flag would be 
considered a menace to Greece. 


Whether 
this 
understanding 
is 
so 
binding that it would surN-ive in the 
face of decisive Bulgarian victories, ia 
not known, but if not, there is reason 
to believe Gerniàny would exert diplo- 
matic pressure to make it so. 
It ia 
not expected here that Roumania will 
be any more likel}' than Greece to aban- 
don neutrality to join either group of 
belligerents and sensational reports from 
Bucharest to the efTect that Roumania 
is on the brink of war generally are dis- 
credited.

NEW NEWS BUREAU 


IN GERMANY STRICT 


Sets Up Rigorous Rules to 


Be Observed by All 


Writers. 


Berlin, Oct. 30.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press).—For the purpose 
of facilitating the transmission of news 
from Germany to the neutral outer 
world, the German general staff has es- 
tablished a "Neutral War Press Head- 
quarters," through which 31 recognized 
and accredited correspondents in future 
will operate. 


The new news bureau came into exis- 


tence during the laat days of Octoberi 
Such members of the general stair who 
:mve in the past be.cn handling the ma- 
terial of foreign correspondents—censors, 
officers, 
etc.—now form its personnel, 


.ind are quartered in a. building at .Luis- 
cnstrasse 31A, a few blocks away from 
the general staff building. 
x 


Three times ft week it meets, that is 


tc say, Major G- 
confers with the 


correspondents, explains the reports of 
the general staff, and gives out such 
items of news as are available. In ad- 
dition there is issued daily, a composium 
of the foreign news which concerns Ger- 
many and the war. 


Care has been taken to include in the 


conferences only newspapermen who rep- 
resent established and recognized papers, 
and, in the main, men who are perman- 
ently assigned to Berlin. The represen- 
tatives of American news associations, 
the spccidl correspondents 
of various 


American papers, as well as a number 
of Swedish, Dutch. Rumanian, Spanish, 
Greek and Argentinean newspapermen, 
are included in the list. 


The censors in the tteutral press head- 


quarters assume jurisdiction over all dis- 
patches of a military nature, and all 
trips to the front are to be arranged 
through the new department. Unlike 
the censorship arrangements 
in many 


spondents arc kept exactly informed of 
other countries, in this case the corre- 
thc "fate" of their "stories." Two extra 
copies of everything written must be 
submitted to the neutral press headquar- 
ters censor. One of these he retains for 
reference. 
The other eventually is re- 


turned to the writer, with annotations 
showing just what changes, if any, have 
been made in his copy. 
- To the end that an exact control may 
be exercised over the various newspaper- 
men, 
they have been asked to sign an 


agreement which is equipped with 
a 


photograph of the writer. A duplicate 
of thin picture if kept on file so as to 
make it impossible for any unauthorized 
person to represent himself falsely «» 
(he 
correspondent of any paper. A 


countersigned agreement, also equipped 
with a. photograph, serves identification 
purpose*. 


The agreement includes the stipula- 


tion that the reporter will transmit in- 
foVmalion secured by him through the 
prc«s headquarters only to the news- 
paper or newspapers which ho repre- 
sents; that he will submit what he 
writes to the censor; that he will »«o to 
it that hin paper or papers do not mis- 
represent the contents of his articles by 
means of false or misleading headlines, 
additions or omissions, and that he will 
furnish headc|iiartcrs with two copies of 
the paper or papers which print what 
he bus written. 


It also stipulates that the newspaper- 


man shall publish no pictures without 
the permission of the censor, and that 
he shall in addition turn in two extra 
copies for the (lira. On trips to the front 
•ho direction of oflicers id charge is to 
ic followed .unqiU'Htionubly. Tim corre- 
spondents must promise that they will 
not leave t"!oriiwny before the end of 
Jie war, except with the express per- 
tr.issinn of tlie press headquarters. This 
last stipulation, it is pointed out, is not 
ntendcd to restrict, any man from going 
home, if occasion requires, or from mak- 
ing a journey to a neutral country, but 
merely to prevent Mm from doing what 
a few correspondents have done during 
the war—traveling on the strength of a 
passport from a neutral country from 
one hattlefront to another, on opposite 
sides of the struggle.

such is tho dominant purpose of the act 
is manifested by the fact the rights, 
duties and powers of the state board of 
inspection, arc transferred to the indus- 
trial Iward, and that this hoard is charg- 
ed with the enforcement of the inspec- 
tion laws of the state." 


The industrial board has announced 


that it will make inspections as thor-

ough as possible and calls upon all em- 
ployers and employes to co-operate in 
this important part of the work. Atten- 
tion is called tu the fact that the in- 
stallation "f safety devises and all seri- 
ous attempts on tho part of employers 
would naturally be considered by the 
board in any adjustments.
